Maj. Willlam Warner, of Missocri,
Prailnes the Eq—l’re-ldent.

ST. LOUIS, June 15.—One of the striking
figures in the hotel lobbles Is that of Maj.
William W.arner. the idol of Missouri Re-
publicanms, a man who was elected a dele-
gate at large after he withdrew his can-
didacy on account of the Injection of
Apalsm into the contest, His majority,
after a remarkable speech in which he said
he obeyed the dictates of no secret society,
was between 100 and 2. Major Warner is
80 popular that he was supported by the
Kansas City Star, the great independent
afternoon paper of Missouri, both in his
race for Congress and the gubernatorial
honor. This morning Major Warner was
the center of a group at the Planters’
Hotel and what he had to say on national
questions was listened to with close at-
tention by the people around him, a num-
ber of whom were Missourians,. Some one
remarked that Benjamin Harrison, of In-
diana, would live long in history. :

“ILive long in  history?’ said Major
Warner. “When the history of this coun-
try comes to be written, no administration
cf the affairs of this government will stand
higher than that of little Ben Harrison, of
Indiana. The four years of his administra-
tion will go down into history as a model
for the Presidents of the Republie, even
fo the latest generations. Benjamin Har-
rison to-day, intellectually and as an Amer-
fecan, is the greatest citizen of the Republic.
When I say he is the greatest citizen of the
Republic I mean Intellectually and Imbued
with the true spirit of Americanism. As
President he never consulted expediency.
The only rule of his action was justice,
right and the spirit of American patriotism.

OIL AND BRINE WELL.

Hole in Grant County Flowed 1,200
Barrels, Then Gave Out.

MONTPELIER, Ind., June 15,.—~The Grant
county end of the great Indiana oil fleld is
full of surprises. The last one which was

sprung on the public was the gusher of
Bettman, Watson & Bernheimer- on the

Gldecn-Kirkpatrick farm, in Sectlon 22, Van
Buren township., The well cut loose ad
twenty-two feet in the sand. This was the

third venture on this farm, and as the oth-
ers had been very light producers, prep-
erations had not been made for any such
display of gushing abllity, and dam-builders
had to be soon called in to save the 60-cent
fluid from going to waste. The driller
pulled his stop-watch at 7:30 a. m., and
from then until 11 p. m. it never made a

break. At the eleventh hour, however, it

suddenly stopped, after flowing 1,200 bar-
rels of oil, and 1s now giving brine. This
is the second gusher of the kind that this
firm has struck in this field, the other be-
ing drilled in March and being somewhat
smaller. :

The Montpelier portion of the field has
not developed anything of a sensational
nature recently, nor has there been an ex-
tension of mucll importance. A southern
lead was given the fleld by the Rev. Father
McMahon's well on his land, about six
miles south of town, in Section 30, Harri-
son township, Blackford county, a few
weeks ago. His second well has just been
completed and shows up much better than
No. 1, flowing barrels of oll the first day.
This may lead 1o the widening of the terri-
tory in that direction. The Northern In-
diana Oll Company has combleted a well
on the Chaney farm, in Section 9, Bear
Creek township, Jay county, that can be
considered a test well. It did 155 barrels
of oll the first day, and on the following
day produced forty-five barrels. The Elcho
Oil Comgnny has completed a gasser on
the Hughes farm, in etion 7, Harrison
township, Blackford county. Bettman,
Watson & Bernhelmer's No. 1 on the Bur-
more farm, in Section. 18, Van Buren town-
ship, Grant county, Is good for fifteen bar-
rels; same f{irm's No. 2. Crawford farm,
Section 17, same township, ten bgrrels; Su-
perior Oil Company's Nb.
